Rocket Crashes, 
Killing AF Pilot

EDWARDS AIR FORCE BASE, Calif., Sept. 27— 


‘The Air Force’s record-breaking supersonic rocket plane, 


the X2, crashed today .within two minutes after being 
released from its B50 mother plane.., 


The pilot, Capt. Milburn G. Apt, 
32, Buffalo, Kan., was killed. It 
was his first flight in the plane 
which recently reached a record 
altitude of 126,000 feet and hit a 
new speed record of 1,900 miles 
an hour on another flight. 


TWO MINUTES LATER 


The plane had taken off from 
Edwards attached to its B50 
mother ship at about %a.m. (PDT) 
and the Air Force said it crashed 
within two minutes after having 
been released by the bomber. The 
X2 had left the B50 at an altitude 


> of 30,000 feet.

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State Costs Show 
Five-Fold Increase 


A release from the U.S. Department 
of Commerce reminds us again of the 
increased cost of state government. The 
study shows an increase of 441 per cent 
in the last 13 years in the seven-state 
Southeastern area. Georgia led all these 
Southeastern states with a 535 per cent 
jump. 

While state taxes collected rose by 
about 400 per cent in Georgia between 
1942 and 1956, costs have risen even 
more rapidly. The difference can be ac- 
counted for in expenditures by the vari- 
ous bonding “authorities.” Although 
Georgia’s Constitution forbids a state 
debt, the various “authorities” owed a 
total of $232,819,000 when the survey 
was made this year. The region owed 
more than a billion. 

While technically not debts of the 
State of Georgia, bonds issued by these 
autonomous agencies are obligations of 
the taxpayers. Since 1942 there has been 
a rise of 772.7 per cent in this bonded 
indebtedness. 

Costs of operating some departments 
of government have increased eight-fold, 
the study reveals. The total cost of edu- 
cation, for instance, has gone up from 
$22,418,000 to $168,933,000 since 1942. 

‘Public welfare costs have increased from 
$8,920,000 to $67,039,000 today. Cost of 
health facilities has jumped from $1,781,- 
000 to $30,527,000. Public safety expen- 
ditures have gone from $1,555,000 to $5,- 
757,000. 

While the increase partly can be ac- 
counted for by inflation, it also reflects 
the state’s growth, increased prosperity 
and the demand for additional services. 
It shows, too, the effect of the war and 
depression years in which services, capi- 
tal improvements and needed mainte- 
nance was neglected. 

This growth in state government 
makes it mandatory that every possible 
economy be practiced. It points up, too, 
the lack of control over expenditures by 
the General Assembly and the power of 
the executive department over the 
budget. This system needs overhauling. 

No Georgian regrets that the state is 
now better able to finance the neces- 
sary state services. By the same token, 
no Georgian wants to see go down the 
drain the added take in taxes from his 
pockets.

‘Babe’ Zaharias Was 
A Truly Great Person 


Mildred (Babe) Didrikson Zaharias is 
dead in Galveston and for literally mil- 
lions—most of whom never knew or 
saw her—the news brings sadness and 
deep regret. 

The Babe succumbed to cancer. Her 
courageous, never-whining, never-quit- 
ting fight against it made her a sort of 
symbol of resistance. And while he never 
realized it, her husband, “Big George” 
Zaharias, one-time heavyweight wres- 
tling behemoth, also became a symbol 
of tenderness and loving care across the 
three years of pain and suffering in 
which he was always at her side, hold- 
ing her hand, waiting on her every need. 

They were two competition-tough- 
ened professionals and that they were 
such a devoted couple for a time seemed 
incongruous. But only for a while. It 
was too genuine, too deeply sincere and 
real to excite anything save recognition 
of its enduring qualities. This love- 
match between the huge and hulking 
wrestler and the slender, whipcord young 
woman became one of the warming and 
inspiring love stories of our time. 

Babe Zaharias was one of the great- 
est competitors and one of tie really 
natural athletes of this era. Her re- 
flexes were so marvelously in tune she 
could call upon muscular coordination 
of great precision. She was good at 
anything in sports. And, finally, as it 
turned out she was good at the ordi- 
nary business of life. She was a good 
wife, friend and citizen. All of us are 
saddened by her passing. 

Things won’t seem quite the same not 
to be able to read where the Babe had 
sunk a winning putt or made some 
down-to-earth comment which deflated 
a stuffed shirt. Our sympathy goes to her 
family and friends, but most to “Big 
George.”

For Quicker Warnings 


Hurricane Flossy, the storm which 
formed suddenly Saturday in the Gulf of 
Mexico, has come and gone. It did little 
damage in Georgia but brought the state 
much-needed rains. 

But elsewhere in the South it left 13 
dead, at least that many missing and its 
damage still has not been evaluated. , 

These facts remind us that there still 
is much lacking in our hurricane warn- 
ing and detection methods. After all 
these years of experience and the billions

of dollars in damages which have oc- 
curred, our techniques still permit a 
storm like Flossy to take its toll of lives 
and unnecessary property destruction. 


Surely the experiences of the last 
three years warrant intensive develop- 
ment of better methods by the USS. 

The lives and billions 
lost from storm damage in the past 
justify a stepped-up campaign of pre- 
vention.

Citizens Bond Group 
Must Be Blue Ribbon 


The city and county appear to be 
drawing closer together on the all-im- 
portant matter of bonds for expansion 
of services.

There is a growing awareness around the state of the exception- 
ally effective work of our Georgia State Chamber of Commerce. 
Literally hundreds of Georgia communities can point to assistance, 
services and cooperation from this energetic business organization. 
It is more than mere coincidence that the state’s greatest period of 


development has come since the 
in early 1952. 

Since much of this aid takes the 
form of groundwork or direct help 
to individual community leaders 
or committees, the state chamber 
seldom figures largely in the 
credit for a successful develop- 
ment.

Stevenson put his leadership of 
the Democratic Party  unre- 
servedly behind the goal of see- 
ing that every American 65 years 
or older—there are now 15 mil- 
lion such people, five times as 
many as 50 years ago—can enjoy 
his ‘‘accustomed standard of liv- 
ing’’ throughout the entirety of 
retirement. 


If the eight-hour day, 48-hour 
week, replacing the 12-hour day 
and 60-hour week, had not been 
achieved before the Russian Bol- 
shevik Revolution, it would cer- 
tainly have been belabored as a 
Communist-inspired idea. 

Now Eisenhower’s conservative 
vice president foresees the four- 
day week and the “‘abolition of 
poverty”’ as attainable in the 
next few years. 

And Stevenson foresees the na- 
tion’s ever-growing older popula- 
tion partly employed and partly 
retired on a standard of living 
undiminished.

JUDGE RULES 


The judge ruled on a suit filed 
by Mrs. Grace Mitchell, a Negro 
mother who sought to enroll her 
two children at an all-white school 
in Madisonville, Ky. 

Judge Brooks said that while 
the Hopkins County plan “was 
made in good faith,”’ he also felt 
that it did not comply with the 
Supreme Court directive to de- 
segregate at “deliberate speed.”’ 

The plan called for enrollment 
of Negro childrem in the first 
grade of white schools this fall 
and in each successive grade 
through the following years. 

Minor violence was reported in 
four states in the past 24 hours. 

In one instance a Negro family 
moved out of a newly purchased 
home in a white section. 

Booker T. Gulley, 37-year-old 
Mobile, Ala bus line mechanic, 
said his family would not go 
back. “I’m afraid for my five 
children,” he said.

NEW YORK, Sept. 27 (P—A “his-and-hers” pres- 
entation of the 20th Century’s most celebrated romance 
was made today with the simultaneous publication of 


the Duchess of Windsor’s autobiography and a bargain- 
priced $2.49 reprint of her husband’s royal memoirs. 


Appearing in matching dust 
jackets, the books went on sale 
side by side in bookstores across 
the nation, presenting an unusual 
husband-and-wife literary combi- 
nation. 


DIFFERENCES IN STORIES 


And, as with many couples, 
there were differences in their 
stories. 


The former King Edward 
VIII and his Baltimore-born, 
thrice-married duchess do not 
agree on the date of their first 
meeeting or what happened when 
she was presented to his parents 
at court. 

They still find one another a 
little elusive after 19 years of 
marriage. 

There were predictions that the 
duchess would outrank her hus- 
band on the best-seller list. She 
was expected to make close to 
one million dollars with her 
memoirs, which eventually will 
appear in almost every language 
but Russian and Chinese. 

The title of the duchess’ book 
is ‘‘The Heart Has Its Reasons.’”’ 
That was the title of the chapter 
in the duke’s book, “A King’s 
Story,” that told how and when 
they met. 


BUT WHAT YEAR? 


The duke, who abdicated in 
1936 for “the woman I love,’’ 
said they met during the winter 
of 1931 after his return from 
South America. 

‘She was ... plainly in misery 
from a bad cold in the head,” 
he said. 

The duchess, in a chapter head- 
ed, “I Meet the Prince,’’ said 
she had a cold all right, but: 

‘“‘The facts are as I shall now 
relate them. ... I have no choice 
but to correct, in the interest of 
accuracy, the recollections of my 
husband. . 

‘David is justly famous for a 
flawless memory for names, 
places, and historical dates — 
a truly royal gift. But this ac- 
complishment apparently does 
not extend to occurrences of a 
midiy romantic connotation, a 
deficiency that is not unusual 
in a husband. 

‘‘He thinks that we first met 
in the fall of 1931. He was 
right about the session but a 
whole year off in the date. Ac- 
tually we met late in the fall of 
1930."’

The duke recalled the then Wal- 

lis Warfield Simpson as an in- 
dependent, vivacious American 
woman. She remembered him 
as a little sad, wearing a loud 
checked tweed suit and being 
much shorter than she had ex- 
pected.

Cookies Help the Cook

NEW YORK, Sept. 27 — 
Cookies have taken another 
giant step into the modern 
home in refrigerated slice-and- 
bake style. 


And they received more than 
150 taste tests by the nation’s 
newspaper food editors here for 
their annunal conference which 
lasts through Friday. 


The cookies were introduced 
by Pillsbury Mills in three 
flavors — crunchy peanut, co- 
conut and butterscotch nut. 
The mixing, shaping and chill- 
ing is done, leaving only a 10- 
minute slice-and-bake operation 
for the cook. 


They can be sliced thin and 
baked crisp or left thick and 
chewy. They are refrigerated, 
icebox cookies, but may be 
frozen. 


PIE CRUST, TOO 


They may ‘also be crushed 
and packed in bottom of a 
pie plate, overapped around 
the edges and baked for an ele- 
gant pie crust for your favor- 
ite filling. 

Any food editor who thought 
she knew the latest on deco- 
rating and smart cooking was 
foiled again at the meeting with 
the Reynolds Metals Co., manu- 
facturers of Reynolds Wrap.

Have ready & large 
piece of heavy-duty aluminum 
foil on a shallow pan. Arrange 
the browned meat on it. 


Quickly saute small whole | 


sweet green and red peppers 


and mushroom slices and ar- 3

Rinse skillet with %4 cup 
of sherry wine and % cup 
Jamaica rum and pour over 
meat. 

Sprinkle on salt, pepper and 
grated nutmeg. Bring foil up 
over meat and seal edges on 
all sides to make a tight pack- 


age. Place in a moderately hot t 


oven (375 degrees) and cook 


one hour. Serve right from the i 
foil with the delicious sauce % 


that results from the meat 
juices, rum and sherry. 


RICE AND RED PEAS 

1 cup red kidney beans 

1 tsp. salt 

4 pound salt pork, mixed fat 

and lean 

1 small onion, diced 

1 fresh coconut 

2 cups rice 

\.tsp. black pepper 

Sprinkling of thyme 

Pick over the kidney beans, 
wash and soak for several 
hours. Cut the pork in large 
cubes and brown lightly in a 
large skillet. 

Remove and add the onions, 
browning these also. Add the 
kidney beans with water to 
cover, the salt and the pork. 
Cover and simmer slowly for 
1% hours or until just tender. 

Puncture the coconut and 
drain liquid into a cup. Break 
coconut, remove meat, peel off 
brown skin and grate. Place 
the coconut in a strainer and 
press and squeeze to remove 
milk. Combine this milk with 
the coconut liquid. 

Drain water from beans into 
measuring cup. Add _ coconut 
milk and additional water to 
make 4 cups. Wash rice, add to 
beans with the liquid and re- 
maining seasonings. Cover and 
continue to cook slowly unti! 
rice is tender. Rice should ab- 
sorb all the liquid and be light 
and fluffy. 

This is a dish served daily in 
Jamaica. If grating coconut 
and squeezing out the milk is 
too much work, make it without 
the coconut milk.
